While skating on the Ohio canal, 


about 50 yards south of the bridge 
between Coshocton and Roscce, Wed- 
nesday afternoon at about 4 o'clock, 
Ben McFarland, the 16-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. William McFarland of 
Roscoe, broke through the ice and 
was floundering in the water strug- 
gling to get out when he was dragged 
ashore by Bill Ramsty, 17 years old, 
who had been skating near younc 
McFarland.

tant facts for the consideration of tho 
federal grand jury are being obtained 
from .the books, papers and letters 
forming a part of the records of the 
International 
Association of Bridge 


and Structural Iron Workers 
which 


are now In possession of the gov- 
ernment 
officials, 
and 
thnse 
in 


charge of the Investigation are posi- 
tive that a complete chain is being 
woven out of the fragments that will 
entangle men higher up in the organ- 
ization than the 'McNamaras, While 
some of-the papers are comparative- 
ly innocent on their face, thev form 
some "missing links" and they event- 
ually may be effective in aiding the 
government. 


Among the evidence in the posses- 


sion of the federal government are 
letters and newspaper clippings con- 
cerning dynamite and nitroglyccrin 
explosions which bear out the con- 
fession 
of McManigal. The 
latter 


said that John J. McXamara had al- 
ways required him to obtain paper 
clippings telling of the explosions 
and that these had to be filed with 
the secretary-treasurer of the iron 
workers before McXamara would pay 
him for a "job."
